This per diem rate -as decided upon be- 
cause other civilian personnel have the same and it vas decided, 
in fairness, to treat Mr. Child like the rost of the civilians. 

For your information, the officers on whom I have received 
overseas dutu sheets are nor arriving and I shall attempt as soon 
• as .ocsible to get the accounting and send the reports to you. 

I have already recommended by cable that pavment of any money to 
military personnel is unne.c ssary and we hope th t this advise 
will be followed . If it is not, sooner or later v.e art going to 
be embargo ed by our personnel talcing special privileges tliat 
other officers do not g* t and v.e ' ant to uvoid it.
